The 
defendant, Captain Johnston, made an afh- 
davit, in which he stated that as far as he 
was aware his articles on arithmetic were not 
modelled on, nor were they a copy or colour- 
able imitation of,. plaintiffs’ instruction paper, 
and he was wholly unaware and had no notice 
of any chhim of copyright of plaintiffs or any 
other person.

INCREASE OF RENTS. CASE, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
Judgment was delivered m a case under 
the Increase of Rent Act, in which the 
plaintiff, Patrick Boyle, of 4 Lower Leeson 
street, Dublin, appealed from a dismiss in an 
ejectment brought by him against Gerald Fitz- 
simons, of 77 Harcourt street. The de- 
fendant also appealed against the decision 
of the Assistant Circuit Judge, who heard 
both cases, in fixing the rent of the flat in 

77 Harcourt street at £42 
The case originally came before the 
Assistant Circuit Judge, mainly to determine 
what rent Mr. Fitzsimons should pay. for 
three. rooms and the front basement im 77 
Harcourt street. It appeared that the whole 
house was let to one tenant in 1911 at £90 
a year. It was subsequently purchased by 
Mr. Boyle, who proceeded to let in four 
separate. holdings, Mr. Fitasimons being 
tenant of the ground floor and basement. The 
rents charged for the four holdings by Mr. 
Boyle totalled £252 per annum, of which Mr. 
Fitzsimons was charged £75 a year. It was 
contended that £90 a year was the limit 
which Mr. Boyle was entitled to charge under 
the Act. 
On behalf of the plaintiff, it was con- 
tended that the landlord had converted the 
house into separate and self-contained flats ; 
that the house was, therefore, excluded. from 
the provisions of the Act, and that the Court, 
therefore, had no power to apportion the rent. 
The Assistant Circuit Judge held that there 
had not been a bona fide conversion of the 
house into separate and self-contained flats, 
and he apportioned the rent payable by Mr. 
Fitzsimons at £42. The ejectment was dis- 
missed. 
The appeal was heard before Mr. Justice 
Sullivan and Mr. Justice Hanna, and after a 
lengthy argument by counsel on both sides, 
the Court reserved judgment. .; 
Mr. Justice Hanna, giving judgment (in which 
Mr. Justice Sullivan concurred), said that 
the Court was of opinion, having regard 
to all the. evidence, that the dwelling 
house had not been reconstructed, and the 
result of the work done had not been to turn 
it into two or more self-contained flats. 
Dealing with the decision on apportion- 
ment, the Court held that a dwelling house 
may not be reconstructed so as to take it out 
of the Act, but, nevertheless, such internal 
alterations may have been made that the 
provisions of the Act as to apportionment of 
the rent could no longer apply to a new 
letting after 1914 of the same portion of the 
altered premises. They were of opinion that 
this was a new letting of portion of altered 
premises, so as to entitle the landlord to 
charge a rent without regard to the standard 
rent of the whole. house prior to 1914, and 
that the claim for apportionment should be 
dismissed. 
The order of the Court would be that, the 
Court being of opinion that the standard rent 
of £90 in respect of the original dwelling 
house is not apportionable, dismiss the 
application, and declare that the rent of the 
remises let under the agreement of 22nd 
as mh 1920, is £75 per annum. The 
Court made an order for possession, with a 
stay until the ist April, and if the rent in 
arrear to date bé paid on or before that date, 
the order for session not to issue.

CERTIORARI AND MANDAMUS 


GRANTED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
Judgment was given in the case of the 
King (Coldwell) v. the Circuit Judge for the 
County and City of Dublin. Mrs. Mary Cold- 
well, the prosecutrix in this case, obtained, 
on the 15th February, 1926, a conditional 


order for a writ of certior: directed to the 


respondent, for the purpose of having quashed 
an order made bv him on the lith Jannary 
refusing an application of the prosecutrix 
for a grant to her an hotel licence for the 


sale of intoxicating liquor by ‘retail, at Ross's 


Hotel, Kingstown, and for a rule in the 


nature of a mandamus directed to the re 
spondent to have continuances entered for the 
purpose of hearing and determining the appli- 
cation. It was submitted on behalf of the 
prosecutrix that the order of the Circuit Judge 
was bad, as it failed to state the ground on 
which it was made, and that, at best, it was 
ambiguous. 


On the 5th inst. the respondent served 


notice of motion to show cause against mak- 
ing absolute the conditional order, and to 
have it discharged. That motion was heard 
on the 25th inst., when it was contended on 
behalf of the respondent that the order drawn 
up in the case, which stated ‘ application 
refused,’’ might mean that the application was 
refused in the discretion of the Circuit Judge, 
because it was not brought at the annual 
Licensing Sessions in October, and that, if 
the application was refused on those grounds, 
it was unnecessary to set out particulars of 
the motive for refusal in the order. 


Mr. Justice O’ Byrne said that the President 


had asked him to read the judgment. 


This judgment, having detailed the facts, 


stated that the President had come to the 
conclusion that the order, on its face, was 
ambiguous, the meaning of the words 
cation refused ” being uncertain. He must, 
therefore, hold that the order was bad on its 
face, and that as it might, if allowed to stand, 
prejudicially affect the prosecutrix, the order 
should be quashed, the cause shown dis- 
allowed, and the conditional order made ab- 
solute with costs. .

In this judgment “Mr. Justice O'Byrne con- 


curred. 


The Court accordingly made absolute the 


conditional order for the issae of a writ of 
certiori to quash the order of the Circuit 
Judge refusing the application for an hotel 
licence; and for a rule in the nature of a 
mandamus commanding the Circuit Judge to 
proceed to hear and determine the, applica- 
tion.

GAS COMPANY’S APPEAL 
DISMISSED. 


J ent was given in favour of the 
SE ms which was brought 
blin Consumers' Gas rul@of court,

William Lenntdx Hardy for a dissolution of 
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Company against an assessment made on them 


by the Revenue Commissioners. 

It appeared that the Gas Company had a 
reserve fund on which it was necessary tor 
them to operate frequentiv, and in December, 
1917, the company sold a block of Rathmines 


and Rathgar Township Stock, by which it 
} ineurred a loss, as compared with the price 


| paid for it, of £2,028 12s. The Revenue Com. 


missioners held that this was a loses of capital 
and ‘not of income, and should not be regarded 


as an allowable deduction from the earnings 
of the company. The company appealed to 


the Special Commissioners, who upheld the 
decision of the Reventie Commissioners, and 
the Gas Company then appealed to the High 
Court. The question for the decision of the 
Court was whether or not this -sum of 
£2,028 12s. was liable to assessment for 
mmcome tax purposes. 

Mr. Justice ©’ Byrne read the judgment of 
the President, with which he agreed, holding 
that the claim of the Gas Company could not 
be sustained, and that the decision of the 
Commissioners was right. 

The appeal accordingly was dismissed, with 
costs.

STEAM PACKET COMPANY’S 
APPEAL. 


Judgment was given in favour of the re- 
spondents in the appeal brought by the City 


of Dublin Steam Packet Company, Lid., 


against assessments made by the Revenue 
Commissioners. The question of law for the 
decision of the Court was: whether the com 
pany was, during the accounting period for 
which the corporaton profits tax assessments 
had been made, carrving on any trade or busi- 
ness, or any undertaking of a similar 
character, including the holding of invest- 
ments, within the meaning of Sul-section (2) 
(a) of Section 52 of the Finance Act of 1920. 
Mr. Justice O'Byrne. in his judgment, with 
which, he said, the President concurred, re- 
viewed the arguments as to the company 
having ceased the business of vsing ships. and 
said that during the accounting period the 


directors held meetings, accounts man 


furnished and dividends declared. It seeme 
to him, he said, that the company was, during 
the accounting period, carrying on business of 
““a similar character ' on a very large scale. 
although it was not engaged in navigating 
ships. He held that the company was, during 
the accounting period for which the corpora 
tion profits tax assessments had been made, 
carrying on trade or business, or an under- 


taking of a similar nature, and that the Com- 
missioners were richt. 


The appeal was dismissed, with costs.

THE STUMBLING-BLOCK IN FRANCE. 


Granted budgetary equilibrium, there is no 
need for any nation to permit eurrency In- 
flation unless trade and production necessitate 
—as during and immediately after the war— 
an increase in the circulating medium. Even 
so, deflation. or the withdrawal of currency 
and contraction of credit, can always be forced 
at the dictation of the central banking 
authority, as happened in England, unless 
there is a stumbling-block in the way. Un- 
fortunately, in France the Government has 
never given the Bank a fair chance to bring 
the paper circulation back to normal con- 
ditions. The Government has persistently 
called upon the Bank to print fresh notes 
from time to time to meet expenditure which 
has not been provided for out of revenue, but 
was expected to be furnished hy Germany. 
The increase in the circulation, therefore, has 
gone on progressively, and the exchange rate 
has advanced pro rata. An examination of 
the course of exchange rates since the war 
will prove that when the Government has 
refrained from calling upon the Bank to 
create fresh currency to meet maturing short- 
term bonds the rate has been comparatively 
steady, but the instant the Bank has been 
ordered to print notes to finance bond 
maturities the rate has again started on its 
downward career, Until the last few months 
the advance in the exchange rate was a con- 
sequence of internal inflation, and of nothing 
else. Now, however, as the figures show, 
the second and more sinister stage has 
been reached. The rate is now advancing, not 
because of further inflation (for there has 
actually been a published contraction of 
circulation within the last few weeks), but 
because the people have lost confidence and 
are beginning to turn francs into goods, in 
order that, if the worst comes, they may pos- 
sess assets of tangible value.

In a conversation with a trader, our Cor- 
respondent was informed that even at 10d, 
the seller has a larger profit than when exgs 
were ós, a dozen.

That same per- 
son now brings to the market 91 
weekly, for which she gets 17s. 6d. The hens 
had to be fed in the winter time. and their 
feeding cost more than it does now. 

Those people who talk about abandoning the 
industry, the trader added, would show more 
‘wisdom by endeavouring to produce greater 
quantities of eggs during the winter time,

JEWISH POSITION IN THE IRISH

Crime in England. 


England is a conservative country even 
in its crimes. The measure and character 
of these show little variation from year 
to year; and thus the Criminal Statistics 


for England and Wales in 1924, which 


the Home Office published yesterday, need 
not be described as a belated document. 
In 1913 the number of indictable offences 
of all sorts which were reported to the 
police was 97,933, and in 1924 the total 
had reached 112,574. The Home Office’s 
conclusion from the various data at its 
disposal is that crime was increasing 
before the war, diminished after the war, 
and now does not exhibit a definite 
tendency to increase or decrease. England 


‘continues to occupy an envied position in 


her comparative freedom from murder. 
The figure remains stationary at some 
150 a year, or 3.9 per million of popula- 
tion, whereas murder is increasing on the 
Continent, and the United States had 
7,788 homicides in 1922: Crimes of 
violence are becoming steadily fewer in 
England and Wales, but there is a more 
than countervailing increase in crimes of 
dishonesty, such as shop-breaking, larceny 
and fraud. Sadly the report attributes 
this increase to “a decay of commercial 
probity,” which may be the result, it 
thinks, of efforts t6 maintain the same 
standard of living as before the war upon 
means reduced by the general impoverish- 
ment of the nation. We cannot doubt 
that many recent crimes of violence and 
dishonesty in the Free State may be traced 
to this cause, The motor car holds a bad 
pre-eminence in the criminal statistics. 
In the first place, it has become a for- 
midable instrument of villainy, enabling 
criminals to extend the range of their 
operations and to make what the American 
films call “a quick get-away.”’ In the 
hext place, the annual total of offences 
against the Highway Acts has increased 
from 40,000 in 1903 to nearly 200,000 in 
1924; and the authorities declare that 
one in every three or four of the minor 
offences which are brought to trial is 
committed by a motorist. Finally—as if 
this indictment. were. not sufficiently 
grave—the motorist is held to be in- 
directly réSponsible for the fact that, 
while certaitt offences are increasing, the’ 
number of those that are brought to trial 
shows a somewhat disconcerting decline. 
Even the London policeman has not the 
gift of omni-presence, and when he is 
studying gyratory systems of traffic in Hyde 
Park and elsewhere he is immobilised for 
all other purposes. The report says that 
“a large share of the“ energies of the 
police is nowadays devoted to the regula- 
tion of motor traffic, and to this fact must 
be attributed considerable proportions of 
the. increase of crimes against property 
and of the decrease of prosecutions for 
non-indictable offences.’’ As a notable 
proof of the extent to which the English 
system tempers justice with mercy we may 
mention that in 1924 no fewer than 79,855 
persons, who had been found guilty by 
the courts, were released without punish- 
ment under the Probation of Offenders 
Act. On the other hand, the report holds 
that unduly lenient sentences are passed 
frequently on persons practised and 
skilled in the pursuit of crime. 


Swedish Architecture. 


The Royal Institute of British Architects 
has elected Professor Ragnar Ostberg to be 
royal gold medallist for the present year. 
The royal gold medal. for architecture, 
the most coveted honour in the archi- 
tectural world, was instituted by 
Queen Victoria in 1848, and it may 
be awarded to architects of any 
nation. In honouring the designer of the 
Stockholm Town Hall the Royal Institute 
signifies the admiration which all men of 
taste feel for what is probably the greatest 
artistic achievement of the century. 
Scandinavia now leads all Europe in the 
building art. The architects of Sweden 
cleave to their national traditions and 
build in styles fitted to the climate and the 
materials of their rugged northern land; 
but they owe their success toetheir refusal 
to be mere copyists of the past. While 
architecture in other parts of Europe has 
been cramped through subservience to 
antique models, in Sweden tradition has 
been studied in order to be continued, 
developed and expanded. The Town Hall 
at Stockholm, the largest and most im- 
pressive of the new works, owes much to 
its harmony with its environment, and it 
forms thé supreme feature of a majestic 
view; but chief of its merits is the fact 
that it seems, in every phase of its con- 
ception, to be the organic culmination of 
all Swedish building that preceded it. 
Its creator will visit London in June to 
receive the token of England’s approbation. 
and we are informed that this most notable 
of contemporary architects has promised 
also to visit Ireland. We trust that Pro- 
fessor Ostberg will be welcomed worthily. 
He will see in Ireland no modern build- 
ing work comparable with that of the little 
Scandinavian nations, but in the dusty 
lineaments of old-time Dublin he will find 
much that is not unworthy of a great 
capital. We hope that Dublin’s finest 
monument still will be standing when 
Professor Ostberg views our streets.

The Free State’s Drink Bill. 


Statistics which we publish to-day 
reveal a. gratifying decline in the annual 
drink bill of the Irish Free State. In 
1924 nearly £20.000,000 were spent on 


£17,500,000. is still. far too large a drink 
bill for a population of less than four 
millions. The 34,000,000 gallons of liquor 
drunk in 1924, reduced by some 4,000,000 
gallons in 1925, represented an average of 
about a gallon a week for every adult in 
the country—a quantit.. which would be 
excessive even if the popular beverage in 
Ireland were the light beer of Germany. 
It is a striking fact that the” adverse 
trade balance of the -Free State was 
‘roughly equal to the sum expended on 
drink. If excessive drinking were to cease, 
not merely would our people’s expenditure 
at the public-houses be halved, but there 
would be such a general improvement ‘n 
health, efficiency and solvency that the 
Free State’s trade losses would be changed 
speedily to gains.

FAMILY LINKS WITH IRELAND. 


METHODISM AND THE IRISH 
CHURCH.

Last summer the four hundredth anniver- 
sary of the foundation of Christ. Church, 
Oxtord, was celebrated with befitting splen- 
dour. On that occasion, when the columns 
of the Press were filled with eulogies of the 
illustrious personages whose careers have 
shed lustre on Christ Church, I urged that 
Trinity College, Dublin, was hard pressed by 
Christ Church as a competitor in the number 
of Irishmen educated in the English College 
who had achieved fame by their services to 
Church and.State. I see that last Saturday 
the bicentenary of the election of John Wesley 
as a Fellow of Lincoln College, Oxford, was 
commemorated by a dinner at that College; 
that on Sunday there was a commemoration 
Service in the College Chapel, and that on 
Monday there was a _ breakfast in the 
dining hall of Christ Church, of which John 
Wesley was a student. At those gatherings 
representatives of the various Methodist 
Churches were present. 

In Ireland everything that relates to 
Wesley ‘is invested with interest, and his 
followers have obtained most worthily so 
great and. influential a position in the 
country that a few words in which Wesley's 
associations with Ireland are recalled to re- 
collection will not be inappropriate. 

In his early days at Christ’ Church, where 
his record in learning was excellent, Wesley's 
marked individuality exposed him to vulgar 
ridicule. When he fies eiror stress was laid 
on his eccentricities with a view of prevent- 
ing his election to a Fellowship at Lincoln 
College. His father and mother wrote 
earnestly to him not to allow himself to be 
disheartened by ridicule. “It is callow 
virtue,” wrote his father, “ that cannot bear 
being laughed at.” His mother wrote: “ It 
is a strong and well-confirmed virtue that can 
bear the test of brisk buffoonery. Many 
people well inclined have made havoc of 
faith and a good conscience mierely because 
they could not bear ridicule.”’ 

Wesley won the Lincoln Fellowship that laid 
the foundations of a career which, with many 
shortcomings, was a blessing to humanity. 
We can sympathise across two centuries with 
the words of Wesley's father: ‘‘ What will 
be my fate before the summer be over God 
knows. Wherever I am, my Jack’s Fellow of 
Lincoln.” We. do net associate.Wesley with 
academic bowers, ‘but he was a highly success- 
ful College lecturer, and the study necessary 
for his lectures on logic is said to have con- 
tributed largely to his almost unrivalled 
powers of reasoning. The very name 
“ Methodist ” was comed in Christ Church, 
Oxford. It was first. applied to Wesley's 
brother, Charles, who, when engaged in the 
tuition of the College, insisted on the students 
devoting their chief attentions to the sub- 
jects of the University curriculum 
in preference to other fields of 
study. ‘‘ They call me,” he said, “a 
‘Methodist— a harmless — nickname.” 
It is pleasant to us in Ireland to think of 
Wesley as an hereditary university man, when 
we remember that on his father’s side he was 
a direct lineal descendant of Adam Loftus, 
Lord Primate and Lord Chancellor of Ireland 
and the first . Provost of Trinity College, 
Dublin, in whose foundation he had a prin- 
cipal share. Add Loftus, moreover, opposed 
a scheme for the conversion of the revenues of 
St. Patrick's Cathedral to the foundation of 
a college and the contemplated sacrilege of 
turning the Cathedral itself into Law Courts, 
since “there is no place for the Courts of 
Law save an old hall in the centre of Dublin, 
dangerously placed over the munition of 
powder.’ 7 

Charles Wesley, the first ‘‘-Methodist,’’ had 
the opportunity, if he so desired, of being a 
great Irish landed proprietor. A distant rela- 
tion of his father’s—Mr. Garret Wesley— 
offered to make him his heir on condition of 
his’ residing in Ireland. He, however, pre- 
ferred the Oxford life he had chosen, and 
declined. These estates were subsequently 
left, to Richard Colley, first Lord Morning- 
ton, the grandfather of the Duke of Welling- 
ton, who took the name of Wesley in subst- 
tution of the name of Colley. Wesley, the 
name.by which the ‘future Duke of Wellington 
is designated in the Irish -Parliamentary 
debates, was changed from Wesley to 
Wellesley, probably in order to sever associa- 
tion as much as possible with the great 
founder of the Methodist movement. Southey, 
in his life of Wesley,. written in 1820, thus 
comments on this incident: ‘‘ Had Charles 
made a different choice, there might have been 
no Methodists, the British Empire in India 
might have been menaced from Seringapatam, 
and England might have been conquered by 
a foreign invader,’’ 

Having regard to the strong movement in 
favour of unity among the members of the 
various Protestant Churches and the sympathy 
between the Methodist Church in this country 
and the Church of Ireland, it is of interest to 
recollect that Wesley in the very last year of 
his life published a letter in which he wrote: 
“I live and die a member of the Church of 
England, and no one who regards my advice 
will ever separate from us.” In this city of 
Dublin there are at least two pulpits from 
which Wesley preached—the pulpit of 5t. 
Patrick’s Cathedral and St. Mary’s. In 1775 
he writes in his journal: ‘‘ The good old Dean 
of St. Patrick’s (Corbett) desired me to come 
within the rails and assist at the Lord's 
Supper; this was a means of reviving much 
prejudice.”’ 

He records his visit to Augustus Hervey, 
Earl of Bristol and Bishop of Derry, 
and forms an estimate of that personage far 
different from that generally held. He draws 
a contrast between the Chambers of the 
Houses of Parliament of Great Britain and 
Ireland highly favourable to the Chambers of 
the Irish House of Parliament. ‘‘ The House 
of Lords at Dublin,” he writes in 1787, “far 
exceeds that at Westminster and the Lord 
Lieutetiant’s Throne as far exceeds that miser- 
able Throne, so-called, of the King in the 
House of Lords. The House of Commons is a 
noble room indeed; ‘it is an octagon, wain- 
scotted round with Irish oak, which shames 
all mahogany, and galleries all round for the 
convenience of ladies. The Speaker's Chair 
is far more grand than the Throne of the Lord 
Lieutenant.” | ign 

Wesley, in his journal, speaks of the 
glowi impressions made on him by 
the Irish people. '“So civil a people,” he 
writes, “I never saw, either in Europe or 
America. If my brother and I could have been 
here (in Dublin) for a few months, I question 


if there might not have been a larger society 


here than even in London.” Mr. Lecky, 
albeit unconsciously, predicts a closer union 
between the Methodist Church and the Church 
of Ireland when he writes: “The mé-+ 
important work of the Methodist revival in

MARCH OF LONDON 
JNEMPLOYED. 


CHARGE BY MOUNTED

About five hundred unemployed from 
Shoreditch and Bethnal Green assembled 
on the Thames Embankment vesterday 
afternoon, and, as threats had been re- 
ported to have been made of a “ march 
on the House of Commons,'' special police 
precautions were taken. The men marched 
without disorder to Hyde Park, where a 
demonstration was held. 

At the close an attempt was made to 
re-form the procession at the Marble Arch, 
when mounted police charged the crowd, 
scattering the demonstrators in. all 
directions. 

THREATS TO HOLD-UP TRAFFIC. 

Only about three hundred of the un- 
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employed reached Hyde Park. There 
lively speeches were made by their 
leaders. One declared that they had 


fooled ‘the police; for they had no inten- 
tion of going to the House of Commons. 
They were there to create sa agitation 
for the release of their national organiser 
and his comrades in prison, They had 
shown what they could do in the way of 
holding up traffic in the West End, and, 
if that did not have the desired effect, 
they would adopt further measures. 

Another speaker threatened that they 
would hold up the traffic for the whole 
day. 

Mrs. Campbell, wife of one of the Com- 
munist prisoners, addressed the crowd, 
and a message from Wal. Hannington, 
the imprisoned unemployed leader, aroused 
loud cheers. 


THREAT TO BUSINESS. 

In closing the meeting, the chairman 
announced that that was the commence- 
ment of a series of demonstrations. If 
the Government were going to keep their 
comrades locked in jail, they would keep 
the gates of business locked in London. 

An attempt to reorganise the procession 
for a slow march to the Embankment was 
frustrated by the mounted police, who 
charged the demonstrators, scattering 
them in all directions.

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TONS OF EXPLOSIVES.

What is stated to be the biggest dump 
yet discovered in the Free State was 
‘located in’ a stable at 36 North King 
‘street, Dublin, by members of the 
Metropolitan’ Detective Division at an 
early hour this morning. 

The dump contained :— 

Two hundred and eighty-five live bombs 
and hand grenades. 

Between 4, and 5,000 rounds of 205 
rifle ammunition. ' 

Ten thousand detonators of various de- 
scriptions. 

Two tons of high explosives, including 
cordite,. Irish ‘cheddar,’ gelignite, 
and ‘* war-flour,’” .which was stored 
in ten barrels and eight boxes. 

Five thousand springs’ and spare parts 
for bombs. 

Parts of.a printing press. 

A number of moulds for making bombs. 

Parts of machinery, the use of which is 
not known at the moment. 

Five revolvers, including Webleys and 
Colts. 

A SECRET CHAMBER. 

Shortly before midnight a squad of twenty 
members of the Detective Division, in two 
tenders and two motor cars, arrived at the 
stable, and stirrounded it.. One of the detec- 
tives entered the yard by the wicket door 'n 
the gate, and opened the gate for the rest 
of the men. The stable contained a number 
of horses, the property of a circus visiting 
the city. 

A detailed search of the premises followed, 
and it was not until after over a hour and a 
half that one of the detectives happened to 
kick. a wooden. wall ai the rear of the stables 
which gave a hollow sound. When a num- 
ber of the boards of the ‘‘ dud ” wall was 
knocked in a secret. chamber, twenty feet long 
by nine feet wide and nine feet high, was 
discovered. Inside it were a large number 
of bales, boxes, barrels and sacks, arranged 
in an-orderly manner, which contained -the 
war materials enumerated above. 

The search had almost been given up when 
the ‘‘dud’’ wall was located. The secret 
chamber was surrounded .by the stalls for the 
horses, and was walled-in on the two sides by 
wooden partitions, the rear wall of brick 
being the back wall of the premises. 

An attempt to locate this dump was made 
about a week ago, but it failed owing to cir- 
cumstances over which the Detective Division 
had no control. The detectives engaged on 
the operations deserve great credit for their 
work. 

The -stables are. registered as owned by 
Maurice Fenelon, one of the nineteen prisoners 
who escaped from Mountjoy Jail about four 
months: age. 

No arrests were effected, but it is expected 
that there will be important developments 
within the next few days. The machinery, 
it is believed, was used in the manufacture 
of munitions, 

Everything was in. good condition. Much 
interest was taken in the proceedings by 
the people in the neighbourhood on the arriva! 
of the lorries and cars. 


WHAT HAPPENED AT 
GENEVA. 


SIR A. CHAMBERLAIN 
AND BRAZIL.

Sir Ausien Chamherlain, the Foreign Secre- 
tarv, attended last night a meeting of the 
Parliamentary League of Nations Committee, 
at. which more than a hundred members 
drawn from all the political parties were 
present, says The Times. It was understood 
that the Foreign Secretary would deliver an 
address on '' What happened at Geneva,’’ 
but instead he intimated his willingness to 
answer questions that might be put to him 
concerning the Geneva Conference. Contrary 
to the usual procedure, no official report of 
the meeting was issued. The reason for this 
apparently was that much that the Foreign 
Secretary said was of a confidential character. 
It is understood, however, that he read te 
the meeting the various telegrams which had 
passed between M. Briand and himself and 
the President oí Brazil, arging the latter to 
withdraw his veto. 

Members who were present declared that 
the telegrams proved conclusively that France 
and this country had acted thronghout with 
the single-minded object of ensuring that 
Germany should enter the League uncondi- 
tionally. Asked why it was necessary to do 
this in secret conclave and not in open 
council, the Foreign Secretary reported that 
Germany would not. go forward with her 
claim in open council and risk being vetoed. 
Her: delegates would rather have gone home 
and withdrawn their claim. 

The Foreign Secretary. was also asked what 
‘other nation was behind. Brazil, and he re- 
plied that there was no evidence that any 
country was behind her. There was certainly 
no sign that France, Italy, Spain or the 


|} Vatican were supporting Brazil in her atti- 


tude. At the close of the meeting Sir Austen 
Chamberlain was warmly thanked for his re- 
plies to the many questions addressed to him.

Incredible as it may seem, the expenditure 
per head of the population of the Irish Free 
State on intoxicating liquor last year was 
£5 -15s:, and the total of the State’s drink bill 
was £17,468,148. 

Calculated in gallons, the consumption for 
the year reached the enormous total of 
29,679,351, or 9.97 gallons to every citizen. 
These figures are supplied by Mr. W, R. 
Wigham, Hon. Sécretary of the Irish Associa- 
tion for the Prevention of Intemperance. 
Some little consolation may be derived from 
the fact that, as compared with the previous 
year—1924—there has been a decline of over 
two million pounds in the value of spirituous 
liquors consumed during 1925. That the 
decline is due in no small part to recent legis- 
lation cannot be doubted, and so concrete a 
result of his activities may encourage the 
Minister for Justice to grapple even- more 
vigorously with the drink problem in the 
future. |

WIRELESS SCHEME. 


REDISTRIBUTION OF 
WAVE LENGTHS. 
——— - & -— 


Representatives from European countries 
took part in a conference organised by the 
principal broadcasting organisations of 
Europe, held on March 25.in one of the halls 
of the Palais des Nations, put at their dis- 
posal by the Secretary-General of the 
League of Nations. . The fundamental prin- 
ciples of a new scheme for the redistribu- 
tion of wave-lengths in Europe were sub-. 
mitted, and provisionally approved. This 
scheme was accepted as an excellent basis 
for the solution of the problem of mutual 
interference. 

Details, of the plan which was submitted 
to the conference will now be examined by 
various. broadcasting organisations, from the 
point of view of local needs and special diffi- 
culties peculiar to each country. Every pro- 
posed modification of this scheme will be 
carefully considered by the Technical Com- 
mittee of the Union. 

After this examination, the final scheme 
will be submitted for the approval of the 
various Governments concerned. 

The scheme is the result of a number of 
tests carried out under the auspices of the 
Technical Committee of the Union in different 
European countries, and it divides broad- 
casting stations into two classes :— 

1—Stations with the right to an ‘ exclu- 
sive’’ wave-length, capable of guaranteeing 
good reception, even at long ranges. Every 
country shall receive at least. one ““exclu- 
sive’’ wave-length. Some countries, how- 
ever, by reason of the density of their popu- 
lation and large area of educational needs 
have been given several “ exclusive ” wave- 
lengths. 
2—Low-power stations constructed for local 
listeners, which should work on a so-called 
“common ” wave-length. Experience has 


shown that very low-power stations, if 
widely. separated from each other, can 
work on exactly the same wave-length, 


without any adverse conditions arising inside 
the area which they were built to serve. 

In the course of other meetings held at 
Geneva, certain measures have been taken, in 
accordance with the year’s experience, to 
increase the interest of the European broad- 
casting organisations with regard to Inter-

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. | 

Sixty-three members adorned the benches 
of the House of Commons this afternoon 
when the Speaker took the chair. The 
question hour was brightened by the 
activity of Mr. Kirkwood, who acted as. 
chorus, with his broadest Scottish accent. 
Over and over again he intervened with a 
stream of Doric that was neither understood 
nor appreciated. The Speaker. showed extreme 
patience, allowing him to put his points of 
order in extenso, but concluded the argu- 
ment by saying: .‘‘That is not a oint of 
order.” Once Mr. Kirkwood poin at the 
Speaker and many members shouted: ‘‘ Don 
point!” Mr. Kirkwood buried his hands in 
his coat pockets, but he was unable to keep 
them there. So it went on, until the close of 
questions. Mr. Sullivan, the new member for 
Bothwell, took his:seat and was ee by 
Mr. Kirkwood with a shout of ** Well done, 
Joe, ma cully.”’ 

COAL COMMISSION REPORT. : 

Mr. Ronald MeNeill stated that the number 
ef copies of the Coal Commission report sold 
by the Stationery Office up to 10 o'clock to- 
aay was 48,037. There was much laughter at 
an exchange between Sir. L. Worthington- 
vans and Commander Kenworthy, The War 
Secretary stated that a rum ration was given 
io troops under canvas for musketry courses, 
for health reasons.. The Commander wanted 
to know whether the men who did not take 
the ration received monetary compensation in- 
stead. The War Secretary said that money 
compensation was not absolutely necessary for 
their health. The Commander then demanded 
io know, as the ram was issued for medicinal 
purposes, were the men forced to drink .t. 
Members roared again as the War Secretary 
replied emphatically, '' Oh, no, sir. 

ELECTRICITY SUPPLY. 

Most of the speaking on the resumed debate 
on the second reading the Electrncity 
Supply Bill was’on thé big side. Mr. G. Bal- 
four, who is an expevk on electricity in all its 
branches, led off with a speech of an hour's 
curation, in the course ef which he attacked 
the bill root and branch. The State control 
provided íor in the measure was, he said, 
jumping the first) fences of Socialism, and once 
that was done it would not be surprising to 
see a Government taking the rest of the 
course. He reverted to this mm later in his 
sneech when he said that the. leaders of all 
parties appeared to be degenérating. he 
Socialists had only to sit still, and they woud 
witness the triumph of their policy and the 
disintegration of the Empire. 

The Government, he said, rested their case 
on the Weir Report, and the House was asked 
to accept it blindly. That he declined to do, 
because, in its main conclusions, it ‘war 
utterly untrustworthy. All that had 
been done was to paint a picture, and it was 
thig picture which it was proposed to hand 
over to tke new Board, leaving this body to 
frame a scheme, He confessed that he was 
flattered by Colonel Moore Brabazon’s refe- 
rence to him as the Mussolini of British elec- 
tricity, but having had that tribute paid to 
him, he considered that he was entitled to 
ask why he had not been consulted before 
decisions were taken in regard to this bill. 
In reference to the linking-up, or gridiron 
system—on which the Government would be 
vulled—he said that due regard had not been 
siven to the experience of America. In fact, 
the hon. member had nothing good to say 
Yor the bill, and he very much regretted that 
the Government had ever embarked upon an 
enterprise which, in his view, was bound to 
disappoint expectations. 

EXPERTS DIFFER. 

Sir Philip Dawson, another electrical ex- 
pert, generally supported the bill, and this 
conflict of. opinion between -two eminent 
authorities was the subject of comment by 
Mr. Lloyd George, who said that the speeches 
were instructive, but a little perplexing. He 
supposed, however, that there had never been 
any proposition or subject affecting the human 
race, either in this world or the next, upon 
which experts could be found to agree, and 
ail they could do was to trust to the common 
sense of normal people. He. however, had 
heard all the hon. member s diatribe against 
interference with private enterprise before, 
and he had no doubt that when he passed to 
another sphere he would be found still pro- 


stitutional practice and constitutional liberty. 
_ He hoped that the House would decline to 
usten to the appeal made to defer this 
matter. We had already lost six vital years 
of electrical progress, and the figures 
showing the electrical consumption per 
head of the population: in Great 
britain, as compared with other countries, 
were humiliating, to say the least of it, It 
was about time that we began to get a move 
on, and he hoped that in Committee the Go- 
vernment would strenuously resist amend- 
iments designed to destroy the usefulness of 
the measure. It was absurd for hon. members 
to begin to get frightened about nationalisa- 
tion. They would have a shower bath of it 
later on. They would get drenched in it. 

The coal proposals would nationalise one 
of our greatest industries, and then there was 
the municipal trading. The Prime Minister 
was pledged in regard to both these matters, 
and what was the good of swallowing this 
huge camel and straining at a little Easter 
lamb. Though there were many details of the 
bill which required further consideration, he 
would certainly not take upon himself the 
responsibility of voting against the second 
reading of. it. | 

LABOUR'S OBJECTIONS. 

Mr. Snowden, in winding up for the Labour 
Party, said that he found the greatest justifi- , 
cation for the amendment proposed from the 
Labour benches in the speech of the Minister 
of Transport on Monday. Never, even from 
a Socialist platform, was there such a ciush- 
ing exposure of the failure of private enter-.| 
prise. What an irony that it should have 
been left to the Chairman of the Anti- 
Socialist Union to frame that indictment of 
private enterprise in the realm of electrical 
production. It was all very well to talk of 
nationaisation as a horse that never stayed 
the course. Such “ slosh ” as that was only 
fit for the anti-Socialist platform, and would, 
no doubt, go down with The old women who 
attended such gatherings. The objection of 
the Conservative Party to nationalisation was 
that it prevented them exploiting the social 
services for private profit. 

Proceeding to explain why the Labour 
Party did not like this bill, Mr. Snowden 
sail that it did not propose effective co- 
ordination; it would not extend the use of 
electric light and power in the country, and 
it would make confusion worse confounded, 
This bill did not constitute public ownershi 
in uhe sense that the Labour Party rid gai 
it, and they were quite prepared to take full 
responsibility for its defeat. 

REPLY TO DEBATE. 

Sir Douglas Hogg, the Attorney-General, 
replied for the Government. He addressed 
hmself first to Mr. Snowden’s contention 
that public ownership was the panacea for al! 
eviis. He pointed out that two-thirds of the 
electrical undertakings in the country were 
carried on by loval authorities, and &% was 
because they failed under existing conditions 
to comply with modern requirements that 
the present bill was introduced. He then 
turned vo the crities on his own side of the 
jiouse. He refused to accept the suggestion 
that another committee empowered to take 
evidence should be set up. The time had 
cme for action, and the setting up of a eom- 
mittee would be a very effective way of 
deferring the question antil a Socialist Go- 
vernment im some dim and distant future 
came into ojice, He did not, for an instant, 
bétreve_that the-~power companies would be 
so Short-sighted as to refuse to work this 
scheme. e bill was not, perhaps, perfect, 
but half a loaf was better than no bread, 

She second reading of the bill was carried 
by 325 votes to 127. 

SOCIALISTS AND LARGE FORTUNES. 

For the remainder of the evening the 
Labour Party had the House pretty much to 
themselves. Mr. Griffiths, the Labour member 
for Pontypool, brought forward a motion con- 
demning the al and social arrangements 
whereby large fortunes were inherited by a 
very small minority of the community, and 
calling upon the LE nia to appoint a 
Select Committee to inquire into proposals for 
the reform of the system. Many specious 
arguments were advanced in favour of taxing 
large inherited fortunes out of existence, but 
no Minister considered it necessary to refute 
them, and on a division the motion was 
defeated by 220 votes to 123.

Further delay was caused by one of those 
regular Chamber ‘‘ incidents’? which, though 
quite trivial, waste time, and put a large 
number of deputies into a neryous and 
excitable frame of mind.

FRANC IMPROVES. 

[t is not safe to make any forecast about 
the outcome of the debate. There was a 
geod deal of optimism abroad this morning, 
aad the Íranc rose a point or so on the 
strongth of it. This was due to the news 
that M. Herriott had recommended the 
Kadical Party to vote for the bill in order 
t> avoid another crisis, 

This state of feeling was not altogether 
confirmed in the ‘obbies of the Chamber 
this afternoon.

Having a 
Parliamentary institution of her own did not 
cost the Ulster people a shilling. It was a 
transfer of the old Service from London and 
from Dublin to Belfast, and also meant that 
instead of the taxation going to Dublin and 
London it was now spent in Ulster. (Hear, 
hear.) He ventured to say that in Ulster 
no less than a million sterling was brought 
into their area by the establishment of the 
Parliament there without any cost to the 
Ulster people. (Hear, hear.) 


PARLIAMENT AS A BULWARK. 

It would be a dangerous thing if Ulster 
were ever for a moment to give up her 
Parliament once she had got it. If Southern 
Ireland said to-morrow, “We want to go 
back to the old conditions under the Im- 
perial Parliament, he would refuse em- 
(Hear, 

ear.) Their Parliamentary institution was 
the bulwark against any demand for Home 
Rule from the Natidnalist Party, which on 
the next occasion’ would never be consum- 
mated in the way it was befure, because they 
would on until they got a Govern- 
ment in England which would ive 
Home Rule for the whole of Ireland. The 
roots of their Parliamentary institution, dug 
deep into the soil of Ulster, would be their 
safeguard against the reiteration of that old 
Weary cry that brought them so nearly to 
ilisaster in his predecessor's time. Thereiore, 
let; the Ulster people say that they would 
hold up the arms of the Parliamentary 
institution, the Government, and the>members 
of Parliament.

It was the safeguard of their liberties, and to 
crv it ‘down was doing no good either to the 
credit of Ulster or the institution which 
should, in. his -opinioi, be their greatest 
treasure at the moment. (Applause.) 

They Would remind their critics that the 
Ulster Parliament was here to stay. Secondly, 
they were detérmined that it would be a fine 
Parliament, and one worthy to uphold. They 
were trideavouring to do their best by the 
Ulster pédple.

NO PENALTY FOR FORCED

For the first time since the war a French 
aeroplane, which landed on German soil 
following an accident, has been allowed to 
return to France without the enforcement of 
a penalty after the simple formality of ex- 
amination of the pilot’s documents.

SLAUGHTER OF CATTLE 
AT SEA. 


————+-—+_<}— —-— 


THE HUMANE KILLER TO BE 
USED. 


From May Ist next vessels carrying animals 
will have to be provided with a killing in- 
strument discharging a bullet or a captive 
bolt and with a sufficiency of ammunition. 

An order to this effect was issued in 
London last night by the Minister for Agri- 
culture and Fisheries, under the Diseases of 
Animals Act, and is apparently a sequel to 
Mr. R. Smith’s question in the House of 
Commons. He declared that there was, no 
humane killer on board the cattle ship, 
Manchester Producer, for slaughtering 
animals during his recent adventurous 
voyage across the Atlantic. 

In reply to Mr. Smith, Mr. Guinness 
pointed out that the Manchester Producer 
encountered the same storm that overtook 
the Antinoe, and the losses of cattle, in con- 
sequence, were without precedent. The 
Manchester Producer did not carry a humane 
killer, but the captain was provided with a 
revolver. Under the weather conditions 
prevailing it was impossible to use a revolver 
without danger, nor could a humane killer, 
which was in effect a pistol, be úill, 

The Minister added that he was instituting 
an inquiry into the conditions (which were 
not entirely satisfactoty) under which cattle 
were brought across the Atlantic and the ‘re- 
gulations governing the trade.

TROOPING OF THE COLOUR IN 
LONDONDERRY. 

Yesterday, in the presence of a large 
gathering of the citizens, including the Mayor 
and Mayoress and the City and County High 
Sheriffs, the Ist Battalion the Sherwood 
Foresters, at Ebrington Military Barracks, 
Londonderry, performed the interesting cere- 
mony of the Trooping of the Colour in

Between 1808 and 1814 the regi- 
ment fought in most of Wellington’s famous 
battles, and at the Battle of Talavera, perhaps 
the most critical battie of the war, it earne 
for itself the nickname of “The Old Stub- 
borns,” on account of the conspicuous 
bravery shown by all ranks on that occasion. 
To commemorate these great achievements it 
is the custom annually to celebrate the storm- 
ng of the Fortress of Badajoz, in which the 
45th Regiment took a conspicuous part.

He travelled 
almost the whole way across the Continen 
through country that has a heavier average 
snowfall than that of the Arctic region, 
for it is one of the striking things about 
the Far Narth that the precipitation is 
very light. If the winters were a littl, 
shorter and the. summers a little longer 
the Arctic would be a dry desert. 

CLEAR AND COLD. 

In thinking of the Arctic as ex eptionally 
foggy the public is not wholly wrong pu 
north of Seattle, up in the British Columbia 
coast, you have more fogs the year arpyng 
than for the worst known spot in the Arctie 
This is because there are high mountaing 
along our north-west coast facing 4 warm 
ocean. It was this meeting of mountains 
with warm ocean that made so difficult the 
westward progress of the United States Ar 
world fiyers along the mainland and along th, 
Aleutian chain of islands, two years ago. as 
they were working their way towards Asi, 
If they had flown two hundted miles farthe

COAST FOGS UNLIKELY. 

On most days in mid-winter between Fain 
banks and Barrow you will find what # 
' In any very cal 
country in winter it is coldest in the vailg 
bottoms, a good deal-warmer on the hill top, 
and likely to be still warmer if you fly ove 
the top of the hills—it might be ten & 
fifteen degrees warmer a thousand feet un 
than at ground level. 

On approaching the Arctic coast fogs am 
not very likely, but more likely than in ths 
interior of Alaska. Winds, too, blow strong 
and more frequently on the coast than ther 
do fifteen or twenty miles inland on the lew 
prairies. 

With luck, Wilkins will fly straight te.

FREE STATE TARIFFS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—It is very encouraging to notice the 
extraordinary interest that our people are 
beginning to take in our national house- 
keeping. Not only are our public. men 
puzzlinc their brats to try to solve those 
social and economic problems which confront 
them,: but even the man in thefistreet is 1n- 
terested. We all agree that unemployment 
or idleness is the great cancer that 1s eating 
not only into our social and economic life, 
but even into our moral life; “for the devil 
ever findeth work for idle hands to do.” 
Doles and: relief works and charities are only 
temporary palliatives and will not check the 
growth—we must get at the roots and cut 
them out, cost what it may. ‘Several 
remedies have been proposed, but there is 
only one real, lasting remedy that I can see, 
and that is to put a stiff—if you wish, pro- 
hibitive— tariff on every imported article 
which can possibly be manufactured cr pro- 
duced at home. 1 know this is a highly-dis- 
puted subject, and, if we were to study all 
the argumetuts for and against, advanced by 
experts and professors of economy, we could 
never make up our minds, and we would 
be more confused in the end than in the 
beginning. Not being an expert or a pro- 
fessor. I can only look at it from the point 
of common-sense. 

This .is how I look at it. Nearly a 
third of our able-bodied people are unem- 
ployed or partly unemployed. - The other 
two-thirds—the workers—are feeding and 
clothing this one-third, and the tragedy or 
the comedy of the whole position Is that, 
while they are feeding and clothing them, 
whenever the workers have a job to do, a 
ef boots to make, or a suit of clothes, 
eying those they are feeding, 
they hire and pay an Englishman or a 
Frenchman or an American to do the work 
for them.

The F leet wood trawler Gaul was lost on 
Monday night. off the Island of Tiree, in the 
Hebrides.
